Roberts said the DOT has now drawn up a 
tentative five-year plan which, is now under 
review. 

“Опсе the review process is completed, '' 
he said, "We'll know exactly where we 
stand with that bridge." He said the 
primary-problem now is determining how 
much money is going to be available and 
what priority the bridge rates. 

Roberts said approximately 1,000 bridges 


in the state fall into either a structurally | 


deficient or obsolete category and about half 
are eligible for funding under the federal 
Special Bridge Replacement Program. Some 
are rated as low as 10 percent. 

But even assuming the bridge is given top 
priority, he said, there will still be a waiting 
period, probably at least two years long, 
depending mainly on bureaucratic hurdles ; 
which must be made. 

He said any bridge being scheduled for 
replacement must go before a number of 
boards and agencies such as the Department 
of Environmental Regulation, the Corps of ~ 
Engineers and others. 

Following the bridge inspection in Feb- 
ruary, a DOT crew did a load analysis under 
field conditions in March according to Ralph 
Fraese, an engineer in the District IV office 
in Fort Lauderdale. 

Fraese said the analysis consisted of 
driving two known loads, one just under 12 
tons and another just over 12 tons, the first 
to determine what the bridge can carry 
indefinitely and the other to determine what 
it can carry on a one-shot basis. 

He said a number of instruments and а 
computer were used to determine stress and 
movement while the loads were driven 
across and said he, was particularly - 
concerned about the longitudinal movement 
of Stringers in one span. 

“Опе westerly span,'' Fraese said, “Най 

*a longitudinal deflection of one-half to three 
quarters of an inch. That's an abnormal 
amount of stress on the structure." He said 
up to half an inch is tolerable. 

Fraese said he drove thé loads across 
himself and said a possible decision to post а 
reduced amount of weight the bridge can 
stand won't be necessary. 

"'But while же. were there,'' he went on, 
"what looked like a truck full of concrete 
went over it and the way the bridge was 
moaning an! groaning, I wasn't about to 
step ош on it." 

‘After personally seeing the bridge,'' he 
said, “І believe it should be replaced, 
possibly even with а two lane structure.'' 

On the other hand, he said the existing 
bridge will probably last for a while if 
repairs can be made such as replacing the 
decking. 

He referred' to the catch-up type of 
maintenance -as ''band-aid maintenance, › 
"like what we're doing in the keys.'" 

Fraese went оп to say that one thing 
helping the bridge is that there are some 
steel stringers parallel to wood stringers but 
most of the bridge's construction is of wood 
and much of it is deteriorating.

CONSERVATION AND RE- 
GULATION through the use of 
water-saving appliances and fix- 
tures, consumption could be re- 
duced by 30 per cent.

WELLFIELD DEVELOP. 
MENT according to the. report, 
because of their locations, existing 
and proposed new well fields, 
“would m provide adequate area- 
wide capability to meet 1985 water 
requirements...” However, with 
more regionalization and westerly 
placement of wellfields, ground- 
water supplies exist in the Bis- 
cayne and shallow aquifers to meet 
needs at least until 1985. 

LAKE OKEECHOBEE STOR- 
AGE additional storage in Lake 
Okeechobee, about the 17.5 foot 
mark, would require additional 
work on the levee and modification 
of several structures. Each 
additional foot of water in the lake 
would provide enough additional 
water to supply a city of 2.5 million 
people per day. 

DESALINATION this alterna- 
tive deals with "desalting" the 


relatively quality brackish 
water of the Floridan Aquifer. 
Although desalination of sea water 
is relatively expensive, brackish 
water may be treated at a much 
lower cost (under $1 per 1000 
pallons) because its salt content is 
less. Desalination could be used to 
offset demands on the shallow 
aquifer or as a sole supply. 

DEEP AQUIFER STORAGE 
like desalination, this alternative is 
considered as а supplemental 
supply. at least for the next ten 
years. The method, in the early 
demonstration stage in South 
Florida, allows the injection, stor- 
age and retrieval of fresh water in 
the saline Ploridan Aquifer. 

Each of the above alternatives 
has advantages and disadvantages, 


according to the report. It's up to- 


the residents of South Florida to 
help guide the District to its 
decision-making.

Operators are tested on, among 
other things, fluoridation treat- 
ment and since none of the other 
cities have the treatment, Math- 
sews has been conducting classes 
Хог the past several years. 

А benefit of the fluoridation 
program, Mathews said, was re- 

lected in a study on tooth decay 
done several years ago which 
indicated a group of Belle Glade 
youngsters had some 30 per cent 
fewer cavities than a control group 
in Pahokee.
